Justice Department Selects Lincoln Man to 


Govern Isolation Island for Nation's Most 
Desperate Criminals — Fenton Reserves 
Decision But Indicates He Will Accept. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10— \ 


(AP)—Arthur Mullen, demo- 
cratic national committeeman 
from Nebraska said today 
VVaiien William Fenton of 
the Nebraska state peniten- 
tiary had been asked by the 
justice department to become 
warden of the federal prison 
at Alcatraz island, in San 
Francisco bay. 


Mullen said "no reply had been 


received from Fenton. 
Establishment, of the prison was 
announced last month by Attorney 
General Cummings, who described 
the institution as a place for iso- 
lation 
of "the criminals of the 


vicious and irredeemable type 
so 
that their evil influences may not 
be extended to other prisoners wno 
are disposed to rehabilitate them- 
selves." 
The island was used for many 
years by the war department. 
Fenton, according to Mullen, Has 
made an excellent record at 
the 
Nebraska penitentiary where he 
has been warden since 1912. Mullen 
said he had recommended Fenton 
for membership on the federal 
parole board and his record 
at- 
tached to that recommendation had 
convinced federal prison authorities 
he would be the proper man to 
administer the new prison. 


Takes Time to Consider. 


Warden Fenton said at noon Fri- 
day that he had just received--word 
from Washington that he would re- 
ceive a salary of $6,600 a year at 
Alcatraz prison if he accepts the 
government's offer to go there as 
warden. Fenton said he would an- 
nounce in a day or two whether 
he will accept the place, but in- 
dicated he would accept.. 
Intimation was given by Mr. Fen- 
ton that the picture presented in 
news stories of Alcatraz prison as 
a dreary fortress on a bleak and 
rocky island made him 
hesitate

Young Hart, a recent graduate of 
the University of Santa Clara, who 
had "Just been made a partner of 
his father, left his department store 
shortly after 5 o'clock yesterday to 
go to a nearby parking lot and 
drive to his parents' home. 
His failure to arrive at home on 
schedule aroused the uneasiness of 
his family, who said he had been 
the intended victim of what ap- 
peared to have been a kidnaping 
attempt about three weeks previ- 
ously. At that time, the family said, 
three men in a large automobile 
tried to crowd young Hart's car 
from a highway but he eluded them. 


No Directions Given. 


About 10 o'clock last night the 
Hart home was called by telephone, 
police said, and a man demanded 
payment of $40,000 "if you want to 
see your son alive again." Officers 
said the caller hung up without 
giving directions as to how he would 
collect the money, if offered. The 
call was traced to a public tele- 
phone booth in a large San Fran- 
cisco hotel.

Furnish Workers To 
County Committee. 


Claim Federal 
Statute 


Requires Use Own 


Aid Agents. 


Notice has been served by the 
Social Welfare society that it will 
not continue after November 21 to 
supply the services of its staff and 
field workers without compensa- 
tion for the distribution of federal 
relief funds in Lancaster county. 
The society's board, after making 
this decision at a meeting Wednes- 
day afternoon, sent a letter to C. L. 
Clark, chairman of the 
county 
committee for distributing federal 
funds, explaining that the move is 
being taken because the 
Social 
Welfare society feels the 
present 
system of administration is con- 
trary to governmental policy. The 
letter cites a federal ruling that 
all government funds shall be dis- j 
tributed by public agencies direct 
to the applicant. 


Offer New Plan. 


Offer Is made to continue to per- 
mit the use of the society's staff in 
the handling of the federal money 
provided salaries are paid by the 
governmental agency. The society 
has had eleven workers, headed by 
Miss -Margaret Anderson, who have 
been stationed at the relief head- 
quarters in Bryant school and have ' 
been dividing their services between, 
the distribution of county and fed- - 
eral funds. 
Under the set-up of a co-opera- 
tive plan between the county and 
the Social 
Welfare 
society, the 
county furnishes the money with 
which needy are fed or given other 
aid and the welfare society supplies 
the funds for 
salaries 
of 
field 
workers and other staff members. 
Up to the present time the welfare 
society has also permitted its staff 
to handle the distribution of fed- 
eral funds 
without making any 
charge to the federal committee for 
this service.

ROOSEVELT AIMS 
FOR STRICT U. S. 
LIQUOR CONTROL 


Plans to Keep Taxes 


Down to Make Boot- 
legging Unprofitable. 
WASHINGTON Nov. 10— (AP- — 


President Roosevelt wants firm fed- 
eral control of liquor when prohibi- 
tion ends December 5. 


He plans to keep taxes down to 


make bootlegging unprofitable an 
he intends to bring the industry 
under the government's program o 
:pntrol of production and distribu 
;ion that applies to other Indus 
tries. 
This 
plan 
developed from 
( 
engthy white house parley yester 
day and was being rushed into fina 
form today by a special cabinet 
committee and a group of experts 
To assure a supply and preven 
profiteering, the president win sanc^ 
tion a relaxation in the embargo 
against liquor imports before De 
cember 5. • 


He also is approving a policy o: 
liberal licensing of distillers so thej 
may manufacture liquor to be held 
in bond until legal sales are per- 
missable. 


Administration Policy. 


Attorney General Cummings, the 
government's law enforcement of- 
ficial, put the administration pol- 
icy in these words: 


"The spirit is to have orderly, de- 
cent procedure under terms which 
will discourage and make unprofit- 
able the activities or bootleggers 
and law breakers. 
"The thought is not to make the 
taxes too high, for that s an open 
invitation to bootleggers." 
One cabinet officer who is a mem- 
ber of the special liquor control 
committee stated today that the ad- 
ministration would stand by the olc! 
tax of $1.10 a gallon on whisky 
Other experts insisted this would be 
slightly raised. Treasury witnesses 
were to submit their recommenda- 
tions to the house ways and means 
subcommittee as soon as possible. 


Anyway, no material boost above 
the $1.10 levy is in immediate pros- 
pect, administration sources said. 
Control to Serve Doable Purpose. 
The attorney general made it 
plain that the government is oigng 
to exercise its authority under the 
national recovery act and the agri- 
culture adjustment 
administration 
to control production and distribu- 
tion of liquor. 
This will be done to serve a double 
purpose; first, the administration 
expects it will bring the liquor in- 
dustry into league with the govern- 
dustry into league with the govern- 
ment to stamp out bootlegging ana 
protect dry states. Second, it is tne 
belief of the government that this 
will force fair competition and keep 
prices down to legitimate levels. 
Meanwhile the justice department 
will focus its attention upon bigtime 
racketeers and "real criminals," with 
the law already voted dead. Attor- 
ney General Cummings wishes to 
conserve his funds for prosecution 
of the "big boys." 
It is estimated that about 250,00(5 
gallons of medicinal liquor may be 
allowed to be imported between now 
and December 5. The existing tariff 
rates will apply until congress 
changes them.

accumulated easily and rapidly. 
You will want to bear it in mind 
when old fashioned 
times and 


methods come back. They always 
do come back. 
In an oil pool certain gentlemen 


made twelve million dollars. A pool, 
you know, is an arrangement by 
which men agree to put up the 
price of the stock, artificially or 
otherwise, sell out and take the 
cash. 


One gentleman who went into it, 
took out three millions for himself, 
and told the senate banking com- 
mittee that he put in only his in- 
telligence, not a dollar in cash. He 
knew how to do that. 


A New York banking house in- 


forms you that it bought up an

Lost in Battle. 


HAVANA, Nov. 10—(AP)—A bul- 


let-riddled Havana counted 
her 


dead at 150 and her wounded at 
300 today and strove to resume the 
quiet ways of commerce after sur- 
viving two days of rebellion. 


Government soldiers stood guard 


over the survivors of an ABC radi- 
cal secret society force which forti- 
fied itself yesterday in grim old 
Atares fortress and fought until 
federal artillery fire forced their 
surrender. 
The 
defeated 
insurgents were 


lodged in Principe and Cabanas 
fortresses. They were well cared for, 
apparently, but they faced court- 
martiil. 


HAVANA, Nov. 10—»WP)—Havana 


stepped off in a resolute march 
back to order and calm today after 
two of the bloodiest days in the 
city's history in which Col. Fulgen- 
cio Batista's loyal soldiers put down 
a revolution that for a time shook 
the foundations of the present re- 
gime. 
In morgues, hospitals and else- 


where lay approximately 150 dead 
and uncounted wounded—gruesome 
reminder of the strife in which 
rebel 
troops 
and 
oppositionist 


civilian groups sought to restore 
former Provisional President Man- 
uel de Cespedes to power. 


Among the dead was the pic- 


turesque veteran rebel of the hills, 
Juan Bias Hernandez, who lost his 
life in his first engagement with- 
in the city. 
Women Join Rebels. 


And among the wounded was at 


least one woman who with several 
others entered 
the Atares castle 


with the rebels shortly before dawn 
yesterday., a

Colonel Batista's loyal troops opened 
the devastating attack which re- 
sulted in the surrender of some 1,500 
revolters in wh«t was regarded as 
a decisive blow at the revolutionary 
causs. 
Today, rested by the first sound 


sleep in several days, Havana resi- 
dents rubbed their eyes and ven. 
tured forth in an attempt to resume 
normal business activities.

Notorious Rebel Killed. 


Bias, the notorious 
rebel who 
died at Atares, joined the rebellion 
the first day of fighting. He head- 
ed forces which captured 
police 


headquarters. 
Yesterday, a loyal soldier said, 
he died while trying to persuade 
the defenders of the old fortress to 
attempt a surprise attack on the 
foe.It was not until late in the day, 
after six hours of artillery, machine 
gun and rifle fire from land and 
sea that white flags were run up 
over the hill-top stronghold. 
Guns on the Cuban war vessels, 
Patria and Cuba, shelled the fort- 
ress from the harbor while a heavy 
lire was directed from three em- 
placements on land.

Under federal regulations, nobody 
can be hired frojn outside the ter- 
ritory where improvements are be- 
ing made. The purpose is to provide 
work for local unemployed."

City Not Liable 


For Drowning. 


Marie Toft lost her $10,000 dam- 


age suit against the city of Lincoln 
for the 
death of her 
daughter, 


Clara, one of three young persons 
who drowned in the Pioneers park 
lake tragedy in July. 1930, when 
the supreme court Friday handed 
down a decision upholding the 
Lancaster county district 
court's 


directed verdict for the city. 


The opinion, written by Judge 


Paine, cites the rule of law, that, 
upon the ground that municipal 
corporations are not liable for neg- 
ligence in the performance of gov- 
ernmental functions, a city is not 
ordinarily liable for injuries to per- 
son using the instrumentalities pro- 
vided for the public in a city park. 
The opinion also held that when 
a city maintains an artificial lage in 
a public park, upon which boat 
rides may be taken for hire, and 
such boat upsets and a passenger 
Is dsowned, such lake does not con- 
stitute a public nuisance even 
though weeds and brush may be 
growing thereto along 
the edges 
and stumps be found several feet 
below the water line. 
The supreme court found no evi- 
dence to support the plaintiff's con- 
tention that the boat upset after 
striking an obstruction in the wa- 
ter, but that rather the boat was 
heavily loaded and was shipping 
water when George R. 
Schmidt,

His parents, split by marital dif- 
ferences when he was 4, Chandler 
knew his mother, the present Mrs. 
A. W. Chamberlin of Jacksonville, 
mostly through two sentences, faded 
and partially obliterated by time 
and wear, on the back of a postal 
card sent him when he was 14. 


"God take care of you, my son," 
it read. Another sentence told of 
the mother's grief because of the 
death of Chandler's younger broth- 
er, Robert, a victim of a fall from 
a tree. 


The card, signed simply: "moth- 


er," bore a Jacksonville postmark. 
That was why he so eagerly 
grasped the opportunity to come to 
Jacksonville with a group of as- 
sociates on business. 


"Divine Guidance* Leads. 


Then some "hunch"—the reunit- 


ed family call it "Divine Guidance" 
—caused Chandler to ask a Jack- 
sonville woman, whom he had met 
on his arrival here, if she knew 
Fortunes. Chandler had 
learned 
the name the mother had taken 
with remarriage. 
She did. Lawrence Fortune was 
introduced. The men cat down and 
plied each other with questions un- 
til both were thoroughly convinced 
of relationship. 


Then came the problem of how 
was the news to be broken to the 
mother—the mother had kept her 
secret of first marriage for more 
than a score of years. 


Lawrence Fortune asked her: 
"Mother," TOK said he asked her, 
"had you been married before you 
met father?" - 


Plan Happy Future. 


She seemed to know Instinctively 
what was coming next, the son 
said. Questions and answers then 
came in rapid sequence. Chandler 
was brought to his mother.

TEACHER RELIEF 
PLAN ARRANGED 


Nebraska To Get $1,600 


Per Month In U. S. 


Project. 


Work relief for unemployed public 


school teachres in Nebraska is ex- 
pected to start soon tinder a modest 
program calling for the expendi- 
ture of $1,600 a month to be ad- 
vanced by the federal government. 
The general plan, as agreed upon 
by State Supt. Taylor. Chairman 
Smith of the state relief committee, 
and T. C. Foster, a representative 
of the national bureau of education, 
has been sent to Washington for 
approval by Relief Administrator 
Hopkins. 
Superintendent Taylor hopes that 
this program will later be expanded 
to provide a much greater amount 
of employment lor teachers and aid 
to districts which are in financial 
straits. 


A tentative division of the ex- 
pected monthly allotment of $1.600 
which will come to Nebraska as a 
supplemental relief grant has been 
made for different purposes as 
follows: 
To provide longer terms in weak 
rural districts. $900. 
Teaching adults to read and write 
English, $200. 
General education for adults, $200. 
Vocational education. $200. 
Vocational rehabilitation of dis- 


abled persons. $100. 
No places have yet been desig- 
nated for carrying on the limited 
activities which the new federal aid 
will make possible. Mr. Taylor said. 
Teachers of classes organized un- 
der the proposed program will be 
selected from among those eligible 
for work relief under regulations of 
the state emergency relief adminis- 
tration, and who are certified by 
the state department of education 
as being competent to teach. 


While teachers assigned to rural 
schools will be required to hold cer- 
tificates, those assigned to teach 
other types of educational activities 
will be selected on the basis of 
training, experience, and ability.

Controversy To Come 


Up Nov. 21. 


While Governor Bryan Friday an- 
nounced there will be no delay in 
determining water rights of Ne- 
braska's Platte river power and ir- 
rigation projects. State Engineer 
Cochran set for hearing November 
21 the petition of the Sutherland 
project to cancel the water filings 
of the tri-county project. 
Bryan also announced that he 
had telegraphed the federal power 
commission he does not 
believe 
there is enough water for both the 
Columbus power project and the 
North and Middle Loup power and 
Irrigation projects and asked a de- 
lay pending completion' of a sur- 
vey, 


"I have no objection to the gen- 
eral proposition of all three pro- 
jects ready for development on the 
Loup river and asking for govern- 
ment funds, but assume that your 
commission in passing on permit 
will safeguard the intreests of fu- 
ture power and water customers as 
to the cost of construction and that 
no discrimination will be permitted 
against municipal plants as com- 
pared with other 
customers in 
prices 
charged," Bryan wired. H« 
said he expected the survey com- 
pleted and data in his hands in 
any mail. 


Telegram to Bryan, 


The governor announced receipt 


of a telegram from the directors 
of the Sutherland project, to part 
of which he took exception. 
The telegrams said the directors 
had asked the tri-county people to 
withdraw thier Keystone diversion 
filing on the North Platte river, 
since present tri-county plans called 
only for development of the two 
Plum creek reservoirs. It said the 
directors were willing to have'their 
canals enlarged later if desirable, 
but wanted priority over the Plum 
creek filings for 500 second feet of 
water, the minimum amount neces- 
sary, for the Sutherland project. 
The telegram also said the direct- 
ors had an agreement with the ex- 
ecutive officers of the tri-county 
"which they have repudiated." 
"Delay in approving water rights,' 
the telegram said, "will jeopardize 
our project. If you refuse to call a 
hearing you must assume respon- 
sibility for the result." 
It was this to which Bryan ob- 
jected, saying it was a very unusual 
and inexplicable statement." 
He 
said in the first place the 
state 
hadn't refnused to call a hearing 
and in the second place had sug- 
gested one be held several times 
but apparently neither side wanted 


"I understand," Bryan said, "that 
this present request of the Suther- 
land for a hearing is to clarify the 
water rights between the Suther- 
land and the tri-county project, 
which is entirely satisfactory and is 
the proper procedure. • 
"The tri-county project still is 


before the advisory board in Ne- 
braska. Just what Is causing the 
delay I do not know, but it is the 
state's duty to assume it would 
be allowed and take that into con- 
sideration.

Corn-Hog Plan Offers Nebraska 
Farmers Maximum Bonus $348 Each 
Plus Higher Prices For Products 


A 25 per cent reduction in the 


1934 pig crop and corn acreage will 
give an average of $348.44 in gov- 
ernment benefits to every Nebraska 
farmer participating in the federa 
program, a cash Income over and 
above benefits In the way of high- 
er prices for corn and hogs mark- 
eted if the crop reduction campaign 
is carried out successfully, A. E. An- 
derson, state and federal agricul- 
tural statistician, declared Friday 


Anderson also pointed out that 


all formers who co-operate with 
the government's crop reduction 
program will be privileged to bor- 
row on corri at 45 cents per bush- 
el. 


Attractive Inducement. 


A 25 per cent reduction in corn 
acreage alone will pour $18,697,567 
in government benefits into Ne- 
braska for an 
average of $159.83 
per farm growing corn, Anderson 
computes. If all farmers co-oper- 
ate with the pig reduction cam- 
paign, they will receive an aver- 
age of $211.19 per hog grower In 
federal benefits thereby, Anderson 
said. 
"The government Is offering an 
attractive inducement for fanners 
to co-operate 
in 
the • corn-hog 
plan." Anderson said. "Details are 
still in the formative stage but il 
tentative plans are carried out 
farmers will receive $5 per head on 
75 per cent of the hogs produced 
during the base period that will 
be used providing they reduce hog 
production 25 per 
cent in 1934 
They will receive 30 cents per bush- 
el, less local expenses, on the av- 
erage production of the base period 
for corn acreage taken out of pro- 
duction. This reduction must be at 
least 20 per cent of the average 
acreage of the 
base 
period and 
may 
be higher if the 
fanner 
chooses. The farmer may take out 
his better land or his poorer land, 
but the benefits will be paid on the 
average base period production on 
a particular field or part of field 
which he takes out of cultivation. 


Higher Prices Reflected. 
"The big idea behind the plan is 
to reduce production to an extent 
that will be reflected in higher 
prices which is hoped will be on a 
parity 
with prices of products 


which farmers buy. The same idea 
was used in the wheat plan. While 
the proposition is voluntary, the 
more nearly complete the co-opera- 
tion the better the chance to gain 
the end in view. The farmer will 
have to learn a lesson from the 
manufacturer in reducing his pro- 
duction to meet demand and that 
is the aim in the 
corn-hog and 
wheat plans." 


In answer to complaints of red 
tape in connection with the plan, 
Anderson declared that the gov- 
ernment is insisting upon little if 
any more than an individual would 
insist upon in entering into a con- 
tract with another individual. Tak- 
ing everything into consideration, 
he asserted, the work has pro- 
gressed rapidly. 
Plan Voluntary. 


Emphasizing that all plans have 
been voluntary on the part of the 
farmer. Anderson said that those 
who do not co-operate will take 
their chances on the market price 
without the benefits of the pay- 
ments.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10— W>> — 


The public works administration 
allotted $17,838,100 for 37 non-fed- 
eral projects in 18 states, which of- 
ficials said would provide 97,455 
man months of direct employment. 


Fourteen of the projects received 
grants of 30 per cent of the cost 
of labor and material only, with 
the balance to be raised locally. 
Twenty-one received grants of 30 
per cent plus the remainder as a 
loan to be repaid with interest at 
four per cent. The remainder were 
loans for projects not eligible for 
any part as a grant. 
The largest allocation was one of 


$5,114,500 to West Virginia as a 
loan and grant for road work. A 
loan and grant of $4,600,000 was 
made to Milwaukee, Wis, for a 
water plant. 
The 
following Nebraska com- 


munities received grants: Kearney, 
water mains, $700; North Platte, 
jail, $12500; Gothenburg, water, 
$800; Curtis, reservoir, $1,200. 


The grant of $12,200 to Lincoln 


county. Neb., is to aid in con- 
struction of a two story brick and 


• reinforced concrete jail at North 
Platte, the total cost of which is 
$50,190. No loan was requested and 
the allotment represents thirty per 
cent of the labor and material cost 
The county will furnish the balance 
from other revenues. Work can 
start in about 30 days and th~ 
PWA estimated it would give 35 
men employment for four months. 


Extend Water Systems. 
The city of Gothenburg received 


a grant of $800 to aid in the in- 
stallation of a tubular well and 
construction of a pumping plant. 
The total cost of the project is 
$3,330 and the allotment is thirty 
per cent of the labor and material 
cost The city will furnish the bal- 
ance from other revenues, no loan 
being requested. The PWA stated 
work has already started and it 
estimated it would give six men 
employment for three months. 


The grant of $1,200 to Curtis is 
to aid in construction of a 150,000 
gallon reservoir. The total cost of 
the project is $5,220. The allotment 
represents thirty per cent of the 
labor and material cost and the 
balance will be furnished by the 
city from other revenues. No loan 
was requested. Work can start im- 
mediately and the PWA estimated 
it would give employment to 18 
men for one month. 


Kearney received a grant of $700 
to aid in the extension of six inch 
water mam and installation of four 
fire hydrants.

RULE IS UPHELD 


Douglas County Surety 


Wins Decision of 


Supreme Court. 


The Nebraska Supreme court Fri- 


day upheld the right of unsecured 
depositors in failed state banks to 
a first lien on assets even though 
this provision was included In the 
guaranty fund law recently held un- 
constitutional. 


The court, however, modified the 


interpretation of unsecured deposi- 
tors laid down by the Douglas 
county district court in upholding 
the depositors' first hen in two 
claims brought by the New Amster- 
dam Casualty company against the 
assets of the State bank of Omaha 
The decision held that funds of 


the city of Omaha, secured by a 
depository bond whose premium was 
paid by the bank represented funds 
"otherwise secured" and that the 
casualty company was not entitlsd 
to share with other dspcsitors 
In the case, however, of county 


deposits, secured by a depository 
bond on which the county instead 
of the bank paid the premium, th3 
court held the s^atu^e was intended 


only to govern cases where bank's 
assets were used to pledge or secure 
deposits. 


Holders of certificates of deposit 
in failed banks have a preferred 
claim against the assets of that 
bank, the Supreme court ruled in 
denying the appeal of the receiver 
of the Bank of Campbell from a 
Franklin county District court de- 
cision. Joe Gagnon and Malvlna 
Trambly were the claimants. 


A guaranty endorsed on the cer- 
tificates does not constitute security 
within the meaning of the statutes,

ANDERSON'S VIEW OF THE 


WALLACE PLAN. 


FBTOERE is no man better versed in Nebraska agri- 
-"• culture than A. E. Anderson, federal and state 
crop statistician. Not only has it been his official 
duty to make intensive studies, and to keep closely 
in touch with all phases of farming, but he farms a 
considerable amount of ground himself. 


It is of some significance Mr. Anderson hasn't the 


K haunting fear expressed by others of the 
govern- 


ment's corn-hog reduction program. He thinks it's 
a good thing, not only for others, but for himself as 
well, and so he is "going in on it. It looks to me like 
it is a wonderful thing for the fanner," Mr. Ander- 
son said. It possesses the advantage of assuring the 
farmer some definite income, regardless of prices of 
crops, production, or finances. 


Outside of the pressure'of debt, and the burden of 


taxes, it has been the lack of ready cash which has 
borne down most heavily on farm families. The 
farmer, his wife, and their children are assured of 
shelter, fuel, and plenty of wholesome and nourishing 
food. They have a living, which is more than mil- 
lions of people living in the cities have at this time. 
But the lack of ready cash, more especially in view 
of the habits unversally developed since the World 
war, has been a trying, and a galling experience. 
There is this to be said in support of the Wallace al- 
lotment plan, affecting the wheat grower, the corn 
producer, the hog raiser, and the southern 
cotton 


planter. If he takes advantage of the bonuses of- 
fered by the government to curtail production, he 
will be certain of a limited amount of ready cash re- 
gardless of price and of drouth, floods, and ctoer 
factors of an indeterminable character in the farm- 
ing operations. 


On the basis of last year's grain yields, and the 


1933 pig crop, some days ago Mr. Anderson an- 
nounced Nebraska would benefit under the Wallace 
plan to the extent of 37 million dollars, which is 
slightly more than a third of the total farm income 
in 1932. 


It will be the people in the cities and towns, par- 


ticularly hi the populous industrial centers of the 
Ohio valley and the Atlantic seaboard, who will pay 
this bonus to the farmers. Through the processing 
taxes, it is passed along to the consumer. So far as 
the urban populations in the corn belt are concerned, 
and for that matter the people of the metropolitan 
centers they should be glad to pay the processing tax. 
It is the device through which it is hoped that the 
farmer and his family will participate more com- 
pletely in the national income. But it is apparent 
also there can be no real prosperity for either city 
or farm dweller until the emergency arising in the 
farming communities has been met and relieved. The 
result of the processing taxes can't be open to serious 
question. They add Just that much to the price of 
foodstuffs, and the money so collected is turned over 
to the farmer to enhance the returns from the land. 
It will enable him to permit a portion of his fields to 
lie fallow, and at the same time, it will eliminate sur- 
pluses which have operated to depress the prices of 
farm commodities. 


There are many encouraging signs at this time 


even while farm holiday agitators are continuing the 
efforts to stir up trouble in many sections of Iowa, 
in north Nebraska counties, and in Wisconsin. Wheat 
took a rapid jump Thursday and reached the highest 
level in more than a month, and corn also rose in 
price. Both wheat and corn now are within hailing 
distance of the figures reached In June, and are more 
than twice as high as they were a year ago. It is 
much more to be desired, urgent as higher prices 
an. that the rise shall be gradual and sustained, 
rather than precipitate and subject to rapid and ex- 
treme fluctuation. 


THE UNICAMEBAL LEGISLATURE. 


MANY people who have observed the manner in 


which the two houses of the legislature play 


battledore and shuttlecock with the bills coming be- 
fore them will be inclined to agree with senator Nor- 
ris in his advocacy of the unicameral or one house 
legislative body. It seems, as he says, the only way 
in which to definitely fix responsibility. 


In an address at McCook Wednesday night the 


senator directed particular attention to the confer- 
ence committee, which takes charge of bills when the 
two houses fail to agree. This is the place, he said, 
where the lobbyists operate, where bills are pigeon 
holed and the machine is given full sway. Anyone 
who knows anything about legislation knows that 
these charges are true and that they are not the only 
ones which might be laid at the door of the confer- 
ence committee. 


In some cases members of the two houses do not 


understand Just how measures have been doctored up 
in conference, taking the words of members of the 
committee, only to discover when too late that they 
have been badly fooled. 


Furthermore. Ihe two house system causes prac- 


tically twice as much time to be consumed by ses- 
sions as would otherwise be required. For every bill 
must be considered by both of them, both in stand- 
ing committee and committee of the whole, whereas 
with but one house half this time would be caved. 
Then there is the matter of duplication of bills, each 
house almost invariably having measures of like in- 
tent and in many instances exact wording dumped 
into its hopper. 


It would seem that one house, of sufficient size to 


be fairly representative of all sections of the state. 
should be able to transact business with much great- 
er facility than the legislature does under the pres- 
ent system and that it would eliminate the manipu- 
lation of bills in conference which now takes place 
with such annoying frequency. 


It to to be expected, of course, that there will be 


strong objection to the change. Tor people are pro- 
verbially opposed to any alteration in their form of 
government. It would also require the amendment 
of the constitution and mieht bp demurred to on the 
ground of expense. This wou^d br trivial, however, 
and would be overcorae by the w.vini: ol a single J«t- 
IslaUve session. 


The proposal is one meriting Use careful considera- 


tion of the people of Nebraska. 


SINGING AND SINGERS. 


A 


N AWARD of a gold medal by the American 


Academy of Arts and Letters will receive hearty 


approval. It goes to Lawrence Tibbett, the opera sing- 
er, for good diction, which probably should be Inter- 
preted to mean excellent enunciation. 


Not until Tibbet appeared upon the opera stage 


and captured New York was any special emphasis 
placed upon diction, for the 
average listener, the 


opera meant a jumble of words, unintelligible, even 
when sung in Italian or German. Tibbett largely is 
responsible for the change. From the start, he sang 
so people could understand what he was singing, and 
without minimizing in any way the beauty of his 
voice. No small part of his success has been due to 
clearness of the words, and the simplicity of his art. 


Until he appeared upon the scene, there wasn't a 


great deal said about American opera. The infer- 
ence was nothing had been written which deserved 
rating along with the more famous compositions of 
foreign musicians. What seems more likely is that 
the American opera singers, so accustomed and so 
trained to devote all of their attention to tone at 
the sacrifice of enunciating clearly, were not quali- 
fied to do full credit to the work of American com- 
posers. Since Tibbett became the outstanding star of 
the New York Metropolitan opera, four different 
operas by American composers have been given, the 
one, "Emperor Jones" being of recent vintage, but 
the others were written some years ago. It is a de- 
served recognition, for Tibbett has been responsible 
for a desirable and a radical change in the American 
opera. 


MUSSOLINI'S RECOVERY PLAN. 


ENITO MUSSOLINI'S plan to guarantee 
divi- 


dends on capital stock and bonds of private 


corporations in Italy goes further than anything the 
United States government has in view under the 
NBA program or operations of the RFC; but 
the 


Italian ruler's objective is much the same as that 
which is being striven for in this country—namely, 
putting business back on its feet as a means of in- 
creasing employment and consumption of the pro- 
ducts of labor, which in turn will mean better wages 
and living conditions for working people in all lines. 


Mussolini is not given to chasing impractical proj- 


ects. His idea of insuring profitable operations for 
business concerns is not altogether one-sided. In re- 
turn for the benefits they will enjoy, the government 
will assume greater control and supervision over 
them. The owners and managers will be expected to 
conform to more or less uniform regulations, or codes, 
relative to wages of their employes, prices charged 
the public, and capitalization. On the latter point, 
especially, the government will be particularly in- 
terested. If it is going to guarantee the payment of 
dividends, it will draw the line against any watering 
of stock beyond the actual value of the business. 


In this country, the first aim of the government 


in the measures it has undertaken for national re- 
covery was to increase the incomes of those working 
for salaries and wages and to raise prices of farm 
commodities,, so as to augment the aggregate pur- 
chasing power .of the people which must constitute 
the foundation for permanent prosperity. 
Encour- 


aging progress has been made hi that direction. 


Getting money out into the hands of the people 


generally, so that they can spend it in buying more 
goods tmd services, is the keynote of the whole re- 
covery program. With that goal in mind, it is im- 
portant that not only wage workers, salaried people, 
and farmers be assured incomes that will enable 
them to become purchasers of things they want and 
need, but that corporations shall be able to distribute 
part of their earnings among their stockholders. That 
class has been playing the role of the "forgotten 
man" during the years of depression. - Yet there are 
millions of shareholders in corporate enterprises 
scattered all over the United States, many of whom 
are dependent in great degree upon their 
income 


from such holdings, if companies which have not 
been paying dividends to their stockholders recently 
are enabled to resume such payments, it will add a 
good deal of momentum to the general 
forward 


movement. 


Signer Mussolini evidently appreciates the impor- 


tance of dividends as a factor in the economic struc- 
ture of a nation. That is why he proposes to put his 
government back of sound corporate enterprises. 


Of course, dividends should be actually earned, and 


honestly earned, before they are paid. That is the 
basic condition which American public opinion will 
demand in any plan which our government may for- 
mulate for co-operative aid to business. 


"TEX" AND HER DIAMONDS. 


^TBTCX1 was shrewd," the attorney representing 


M the late New York night club entertainer said 


in making public information with reference to her 
estate. "She got out of the stock market before the 
crash came." 


But enumeration of her holdings and her wealth 


stimulates curiosity. She had "a quart, of diamonds, 
enough bracelets, rings, and necklaces to fill a berry 
basket," laces, fans, antiques, 
annuities, large life 


insurance policies, and $40,000 in cash. 


All of which indicates the little cheerio girl pos- 


sessed a fair business head. She was about the only 
'personage of prominence in New York City, who did 
get out of the stock market before getting the fin- 
gers burned. And it is not surprising that she in- 
vested large 
amounts of money in diamonds. No, 


they were hot given to her. she was not that kind of 
girl. She ruled over the night clubs, and she assem- 
bled a remarkable company of entertainers, 
and 


while New York was rolling in wealth, she made the 
jaded business man pay dearly for some very ordi- 
nary food, and a lot of talented singing and dancing. 


Over the run of years, the diamond is a safe in- 


vestment. Probably, it has lost less in value than 
most forms of property, it isn't in a great deal of 
demand at the present time, but when conditions im- 
prove, the value of diamonds will keep step. 


The remarkable thing is that "Texas" Guinan was 


so thrifty. At the height of her popularity, her prof- 
its were enormous, but she was exceedingly generous 
to the down and outer in her profession, and she 
lavished her money upon the young women compos- 
ing her company, she indulged her whims for Jewelry, 
for antiques, and for laces, but she was far sighted 
enough to realize that a night club entertainer could 
not be an idol always and she salted away substan- 
tial sums in such solid investments as annuities and 
insurance. 


NEWS FOR DIOGEXES. 


IOGENES' search for an honest man has ended. 


Strangely, he found, not one. but thousands, 


and they live on the farms in Kansas. 


The government bureau engaged in checking de- 


tails of contracts signed under the Wallace program 
for a reduction in acreage, found that the wheat 
growers in the largest producing state in the union 
not only conformed to the requirements of planting 
15 per cent less for the harvest of 1934 than they did 
in 1933, but in hundreds of cases went the govern- 
ment one better and cut more than 15 per cent 


All of which should be encouraging. 
Most common of the expressed fears in criticism of 


the Wallace allotment program was that the farmer 
would chisel Those who were.opposed to it said it 
would take legions of governmental snoopers in order 
to check the fanner and to prevent fraud. None of 
these dire predictions has been fulfilled apparently. 
The response to the appeal to cut down acreage so 
that production would not exceed domestic require- 
ments was far more whole hearted than there was 
rrason to believe would be the case. And in the win- 
Ur wheat belt, where sowing has been completed, the 
seed has germinated, and the crop now is ready to 
enter the cold season, the check reveals the farmer 
kept his part of the bargain. R is too bad that Di- 
ogenes quit hunting so long ago.

Reclamation Is Detrimental. 


Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 9. 


To the editor of The Lincoln Star: 


I challenge the idea that reclama- 
;ion of arid land in this great coun- 
;ry of ours is really beneficial to 
abor, to capital or to agriculture 
in general 
Whenever it is announced that 
his government is about to con- 
struct a big dam with the intention 
of irrigating arid land, the great 
majority of our unthinking people 
mmediately give the idea their 
moral support—sincerely believing 
that the development of the project 
will be a benefit to labor by giving 
t employment and that by maKing 
Jhe desert to bloom, into a veritable 
garden that starving humanity will 


t relieved. 
In the construction of dams and 
rrigation projects not a great deal 
of manual labor is required. The 
arge concerns which take the con- 
tracts handle the work by big ma- 
chinery and cheap labor. In han- 
dling the irrigating, cultivating, and 
larvesting of the various crops our 
regular 
American 
laborers 
and 
farmers are not used to any great 
extent but instead most of the labor 
s done by Filipinos, Mexicans, and 
Jaos—not even American citizens. 


Let me call your attention to a 
few cases which nave come to my 
personal observation. In 1924, our 
!overnment purchased the entire 
»wn of American Falls, Idaho, and 
moved the buildings to a new site 
about two miles to the south and 
hen built a dam on the old town- 
site and across the wonderful Snake 
river. The dam lacks only 22 feet of 
>eing a mile long and has a 40-foot 
apron the entire length. This dam 
entirely flooded the old townsite, 
and created a lake 75 miles in cir- 
cumference. The water thus im- 
pounded is sufficient to irrigate 
housands of acres of absolutely 
arid land, on which grew only a 
ew cactus and some sage brush. 
This oarticular water is carried 
from 60 to 100 miles to Burtey and

The frosting is ready to use 
and is delicious, so writes one of 
our readers. 


Banana Cookies. 


Bananas are body builders. 
In 
cases of illness where the 
body 
waste has been great, when the 
digestion will permit and the doctor 
says yes, bananas are ready to do 
their constructive work. Children 
need body builders and here's a 
help: For these cookies use, one cup 
sugar, one cup shortening, one tea- 
spoon soda, one-half cup sour cream, 
two well beaten eggs, three medium 
sized bananas (mashed), one-half 
cup nut meats, one teaspoon baking 
powder, two and one-half cups flour 
or enough to make a stiff dough. 
Cream shortening and sugar, dis- 
solve the soda in, the cream and 
add to first mixture. Add the eggs. 
banana pulp and nuts. Sift baking 
powder and flour and add. Drop by 
spoonfuls on a baking sheet and 
bake in a moderate oven. 
These 
cookies are good for the school 
lunch, too.

Clothes Pin Crullers. 


Writes a reader, I'll bet you a dol- 
lar to a cruller, that you never be- 
fore have seen clothes pins used to 
cook with. Well here Is a way to 
make clothes pin crullers: Beat four 
eggs and add two-thirds cup granu- 
lated sugar, one-third cup melted 
shortening and one-third cup milk. 
Sift three and one-half cups bread 
flour with one-half teaspoon soda, 
one-half teaspoon cream tartar and 
one-fourth teaspoon nutmeg. Add to 
the first mlxSure. Roll dough one- 
fourth Inch thick and cut in strips 
nine Inches long and one-half inch 
wide. Wrap strips around nine inch 
clothes pins, starting just aboyp the 
division in the clothes pin. Slip end 
of dough between the two tips of 
the pin. Pry In deep fat heated to 
375 degrees. Drain on soft paper, 
take out clothes pins and sprinkle 
crullers with powdered sugar. This 
makes four dozen, crullers. Clothes 
pins must first be cooked in hot fat 
and before dough is wrapped around 
them. The fat saturates the wood 
and prevents sticking.

New Projects and New Money. 


Lincoln. Neb., Nov. 7. 


To the editor of The Lincoln 


Star: The activity along O street 
is a great depression lifter and is 
one of the main factors In bringing 
prosperity. Our city officials are to 
be commended for bringing that 
much of the public works allotment 
to Lincoln and more power to them. 
Our distinguished mayor, Mr. Flem- 
ing, has shown an unusual interest 
and put forth considerable effort 
to make possible these Jobs for the 
unemployed of our city. 


It is a much more pleasing pic- 


ture to see men peacefully em- 
ployed on our streets than to have 
police cracking their heads with 
billy-clubs or tossing 
tear gas 


bombs. 
As I watched these men it be- 


came more apparent that if only 
given a chance they will work. If 
people will pause long enough to 
note how these men go about their 
work and what pep and vim is dis- 
played it will at once prove to 
them that the majority of families 
would not be on the county if a 
chance for work could be had. 
It is true that we will have to 


pay the bill but pay we must for 
all we obtain in the way of tangible 
wealth. However I would have liked 
to see tlw plan of finance different. 
I would offer a plan whereby the 
interest rate or the interest paid 


I would not equal the amount ex- 
pended. 
The national government could 


issue new money on such projects 
by simply asking each state or 
municipality to put up bonds for 
the amount obtained These bonds 
to be paid at the rate of 4 per cent 
per annum, which would requir" 
twenty-five 
years 
for 
payment. 


There would be several advantages 
in favor of such. First there would 
be no Interest and would be a 
great saving. Second, this new 
money would stay in circulation 
unhampered. Third, the withdrawal 
or payment would be so gradual 
that business would adjust itself to 
the change without any trouble. 


Too rapid inflation or deflation 


which causes violent price changes, 
does not give time to alter even 
the shortest term obligations. Even 
open accounts of 30 days are not 
immune from too rapid lowering 
and raising of prices. Fourth, at 
least twice and possibly three times 
as much improving could be done 
for the same amount of money. 


A great many other things would 


result indirectly in favor of the 
business of Lincoln by having the 
new money Issued. For instance, 
how much more reserve and back- 
ing would our local banks have 
when this new currency flowed 
into their vaults in new deposits. 


Furthermore, these debts are im- 


possible of payment under the pres- 


tnt tetup but th* day will come 


vi-i ol pu.sment \\ill 


be adjusted If an>onc should doubt 


this statement.

Nebraska Subd i v i sions 


Pay Off Four Times 
Amount New Issues. 
The total amount of public bonds 
paid off and cancelled in Nebraska 
during October, as shown by State 
Auditor Price's records, was more 
than four times as great as the 
single issue of $50,000 new securi- 
ties which the city of Norfolk put 
out to make additions and ex- 
tensions to its water system. 


About 50 cities, counties, and 


other governmental subdivisions re- 
tired their funded obligations to 
the gross amount of $228,800 in 
that month. 


There were five issues of refund- 


ing bonds which took the place of 
securities called in, which aggre- 
gated $145,200, but these did not 
raise or lower the total for the 
state. 


The Norfolk bonds were issued to 


mature serially in 5 to 15 years 
and at the rate of 4 per cent in- 
terest.

000; City of Fort Calhoun, 5 per 
cent, $7,200; Thomas county, court- 
house, 4% per cent, $14,000; City of 
Kearney, 4 per cent, $77,000; City 
of Friend, 4% per cent, $37,000.

Needed—Olmstead 


Former U. S. 
Junior Chamber 


Head Tells Kiwanfc More Cour- 
age Needed Today Than In 1917. 
Declaring that it requires more 


courage to combat the common 
enemies with which America is be- 
set today than it did in 1917 and 
1918, George Olmstead, former pres- 
ident of the United States junior 
chamber of commerce, told mem- 
bers of the Kiwanis club Friday 
noon that "a man's 
patriotism 


should be judged only on the basis 
of his position with reference to the 
national constitution, and not on 
the NRA or some other issue." 
"In 1917 and 1918," Mr. Olmstead 
said, "the enemy was a foreign foe. 
Today it is unemployment, unequal 
distribution of wealth, low wages, 
low prices for farm products, high 
taxation, social unrest, and insecur- 
ity of the future. All combine to 
make a more powerful enemy of the 
country's safety than the war an- 
tagonist, and must be fought as 
such. 


To best combat the present day 
enemy, Mr. Olmstead said, people 
must practice unselfish service, and 
"love thy neighbor as thyself, at 
the same time recognizing- that 
there is a higher law which all must 
obey. The law of live and let live 
must be applied to business and 
farming, and as it is applied to the 
individual so must it apply between 
nations if the law of the Jungle is 
to be overcome."

County 
Committee To 


Take Up Welfare 


Society's Note. 


The county committee for dis- 


tributing federal relief funds will 
meet next Monday to consider ita 
future policy relative to the hand- 
ling of the government funds, the 
committee having been served with 
notice from the Social Welfare so- 
ciety's board that the society will 
not continue after November 21 to 
let the federal group use its staff of 
workers without compensation. 


County Clerk Morgan, secretary of 
the federal fund committee, declined 
to comment relative to what tha 
decision of the group may be In ac- 
cepting or rejecting the offer of 
the welfare society to supply work- 
ers provided their salaries are paid 
from public funds. C. U Clark, 
chairman of the federal committee, 
was out of town and could not be 
reached for comment. 
October figures for the emergency 


bureau showed that $7,337.09 had 
been spent for direct or county re- 
lief and $26,708.54 for direct and 
work relief. There were 1,254 persons 
on work relief during the month. A 
total of 520 families were on direct 
relief at the end of the month as 
compared to 563 families at the be- 
ginning of the month. An increase 
of 464 persons were on work relief at 
the end of the month as compared 
with September 30, figures showing 
4,737 at the end of September and 
5,201 at the end of October.

NEW YORK, Nov. 10—(INS)—Should the present foot- 


ball code be retained? If not, which rules should be changed? 
Leading coaches of the country are as far apart on both 
questions as General Johnson and some of the opponents of 
the NRA, a poll by International News Service revealed to- 
day. 
Some take a "let-well-enough-alone" stand. Others are 


strongly opposed to the code. Still others, while favoring 
the game as it is, offer suggested changes. 


"Pop" Favors Change.

Hanley, Northwestern; Lou Little, 
Columbia; Jimmy Conzelman, Wash- 
ington U. of St. Louis; Slip Madi- 
gan, St. Mary's; Jackson Cannell, 
Dartmouth, and Andy Kerr, Col- 
gate, demand one or more changes 
in the code.

Dame; Bob Zuppke, Illinois; Jim 
Crowley, Fordham; Howard Cann, 
N. Y. U.; Charles Walsh, St. Louis 
U.; Clark Shaughnessy, Chicago; 
Sam Willaman, Ohio State; Reggie 
Root, Yale; Dr. Ed Anderson, Holy 
Cross, and Chick Meehan, Man- 
hattan. 


More Important Suggestions. 


Among the more important of 


the suggested changes were these: 


1—Allow a forward pass from 


any point behind the line of scrim- 
mage. 


2—Allow a fifth down exclusively 


for kicking. 


3—Wid^n the goal posts to 26 


feet. 


4—Put the goal posts back on 


the goal line. 


5—-^Change the penalty on at- 


tempted lateral passes. 


6—Widen the field 10 yards. 
It was Cnsler who suggested 


•widening the goal posts to en- 
courage field goal kicking 
and 


Madigan who wanted to widen the 


field to open up the game. 


Crisler also suggested that a sec- 


ond psas growing out of a com- 
pleted forward pass, if incomplete, 
be ruled so at the point where the 
second was thrown. 
Zuppke as usual, was vigorous in

which permitted a defensive team 
to run with a tumbled ball.

corn and hog section, and C. W. 
Warburton, director of the U. S. 
extension service. 


The college men will help them 
in organizing local production con- 
trol committees. 


The meeting, which will run two 
days, was the last of a series of 
four held in Indianapolis. Kansas 
City, St. Paul and Chicago. 
This campaign wil be capped 
with a drive to sign the farmers 
up, to be carried on by local farm 
leaders. Co-operating farmers will 
pledge themselves to cut corn acre- 
age 20 per cent and to put 25 per 
cent less pork on the market. 
Farmers signing for the corn and 


hog program, it was explained, will 
receive 30 cents a bushel on "the 
corn they don't grow"—getting this 
price on the average yield of the 
land which they take out of pro- 
duction. 


By agreeing to reduce their hog 


production 25 per cent they will be 
guaranteed $5 a head on the re- 
mainder. Of the benefits, they will 
be paid $2 a head on the hogs and 
20 cents a bushel on the corn as 
soon as they sign the contracts, 
and the remainder in two other 
installments.

and one of common, retaining 50,000 
shares of common in addition to 
cash profits. 


Fecora Questions Clarke. 


Clarke also related that in the 
organization of General Theaters r 
Equipment in August, 1929, he-hacj 
exchanged "something less than 
600,000 shares" of International for 
the new stock on the basis of one 
for one and one-fourth shares. 


"Who 
owned 200,000 exchanged 
one for one — the public?" asked 
Ferdinand Pecora, the committee 
counsel 
"I would say so," Clarke replied. 
"Was that fair to the public?" 
Pecora asked. 
"Yes, they had the same oppor- 
tunity I had," Clarke replied. 
He agreed the more favorable 


i offer had been withdrawn on his 
f investigation after 60 or 90 days. 
"We had acquired control and 
didn't need the stock," Clarke said. 


"So after you had gotten one 
and one-fourth for each of your 
shares, you withdrew that offer 
from the public?" Pecora asked. 
Clarke said there was another 
consideration — that those who got 
one and one-fourth in the new com- 
pany agreed to hold their stock and 
not put it on the market.

WANTS OUTSIDER 
AS HEALTH HEAD 


Efficiency, Economy 


Body Would Bar 
Politics In Work. 


In answer to the protests against 
the appointment of an outsider as 
head of the proposed combined city 
and county health departments, the 
Nebraska Public Efficiency Econ- 
omy association Friday morning, 
through its president, K. B. Ste- 
phenson stated that it is the only 
practical way to remove the depart- 
ment from political influence and 
insure its efficient operation. 
"The health department should be 
on he same basis as the school", 
Mr Stephenson said. "If anything, 
It calls tor even more technical 
training. It has to do with vital 
matters of health and disease, of 
life and death. It is very difficult, 
If not impossible, to secure a man 
of the proper caliber and special 
scientific training for the position, 
who is to be held accountable for 
results, if he is not to have the 
privilege of choosing his subordi- 
nates, subject only to the advice and 
consent of the advisory health 
board and approval of the city 
council", he said. 
The citation that political re- 


movals and appointments are made 
•In other departments is no good and 
siifficient reason for doing likewise 
In the health department, Mr. 
Stsphenson stated. He pointed out 
thai both the A street water and 
light plant and the fire department 
are unhampered by politics, and 
that both have been efficiently and 
economiically operated. 


For Efficient Department. 
"The same rule and practice Is 
demanded even more, in order to 
secure a first class superintendent 
of health". Mr. Stephenson said "It 
will help him to build up a really 
efficient department".
